Crop-Testing Plan 
Gives Field Day 


‘A crop-testing plan field yo of 
.real interest tc the farmers of the 
district was aeld on Friday last on 
the farm of Mr. A. Challenger, one 
mile north of Edgerton. 

Over 75 farmers of that territory 
were in attendance to learn the re- 
sults of the testing of samples of 


‘their various crops, after which ad- 


dresses were given by Major H. G. L. 
Strange, director of the plan, M. Wil- 
son, agronomist of the Vermilion 
school of agriculture, W. H. Ketching, 
district agriculturist, and A. P. Sin- 
clair, assistant to the director. 

Major Strange outlined the im- 
provements which were noticeable 
through the efforts of those carrying 
on.the project, and showed the need 
for. improvement in quality of crops. 
In this way, he said, wider markets 
can be made; and the speaker recom- 
mended different varieties suited for 
this district. 

The other speakers stressed the 
necessity of improving our . agricul- 
ture generally, and reviewed the mat- 
ter from the point of coarse grains. 

No less than 165 samples were 
tested, and a large percentage show- 
ed suitability for seed, while other 
samples contained a large percentage 
of mixtures of unsuitable varieties of 
grain. :

specific functions, for example bone, | 


skin, rhuscle. Cells comprising tissues 
have inherited spécial duties and 
adapt themselves to attend to these. 
In this connection note the contractile 
potentialities of muscle cells, the 
ruggedness of bone, the oxygen-carry- 
ing capacity of the blood cell, the pro- 
tective properties of the skin, the se- 
cretory powers of the sweat gland. 
Now in addition to the ability of per- 
forming their special duties cells are 
endowed with a property common to 
them all, namely, the capacity of re- 
production, a phenomenon responsible 
for growth, healing and repair, there- 
by assuring at all times sufficient ac- 
tive cells to continue those specific 
functions for which they were intend- 
ed. 

The balance of power ‘between 
growth and function is maintained by 
a delicate co-ordination of the glands 
of internal secretion including the 
thymus, the thyroid, the ovaries, the 
testicles, a gland at the base of the 
brain called the pituitary, as well as 
several others.

One by one these girls died 
from exposures to the absorbed rad- 
ium and mesothorium. Those who 
did not die early from anaemia suc- 
cumbed to bone cancers. Please bear 
in mind that what I have said about 
radium and X-rays is in no sense ap- 
plicable to: doses in which they are 
used today. Even arsenic, calomel, 
strychnine, in fact most simple drugs 
will produce fatal results if taken in 
ample doses over prolonged periods of 
time. 

All this, it is true, applies to sur- 
face cancers, to external influences. 
You will ask if it is applicable'to deep 
cancers or to those of us not exposed 
to these carcinogenic tractors. My 
answer is “Yes”, for quite recently an 
observation has been made which may 


be epoch-making in its effects on the! 


the age of thirty-one. His brother is 
unfortunate enough to receive a blow 
to his testic at the age of twenty-six 
and develops his cancer immediately 
thereafter. Probably no one in that 
family has had a similar tumor, yet 
the occurrence of cancers as_ cited 
surely indicates an inherited instabil- 
ity of cells, the one flaring up earlier 
than fhe other in response to a stim. 

Be this as striking as 
it may, it is an isolated illustration in 
this vast world of peoples. Longevity 
in families has a hereditary basis and 
it follows that the greater the num- 
ber of members of a family reaching 
the cancer age, the»greater will be 
the incidence of!cén¢er. 

The dark chapters of medical his- 
tory in *Canada, through its short 
ages, are brightened by the courage- 
ous spirits of the discoverer, adven- 
turer and settler. They passed brave- 
ly through more devastating scourges 
than we face today. In a rambling 
way I have tried to indicate that we 
do know a great deal about cancer. 
We are as certain of some of its 
causes as we are the cause of a baby. 
You -see how isolated and harmless it 
is in. its early phases. It can be cur- 
ed if detected early, and let us hope 
that those three hundred and _ fifty 
people, between the years of fifty and 
seventy, living in our own County of 
Middlesex, who will develop baer 
this year will see or feel their trouble 
early.
